STRIKES AND HIGH PRICES. 
Profiteering should he checked in every possible 
manner. It should not be permitted if laws can be made 
and enforced to prevent it. Nor should the government s 
drive against it be limited to dealers in food products. 
Clothing, shoes, rent, fuel and furniture are also neces­ 
sities. If no other means is available, they should be reg­ 
ulated as strictly as the price of wheat. 
Hut we must

face the fact 
that profiteering is but one cause of high

prices. Scarcity is a factor in many lines. Scarcity can 1 "5V *4imqi’,!,li j*t1 pl*opi«* 
and 
be overcome only by increased production. 
Therefore it must be apparent to the merest novice 
in economics that any restrictions to production tend to 
increase instead of lower prices. Strikes as a result o 
high prices are bound to intensify the evil they seek 
overcome. 
In Europe the scarcity of foot! has caused 
many strikes. In England as in America the high cost 
of living is causing strikes. Such disturbances only in­ 
crease prices and deprive many workmen of the funds 
to pay them. In spite of the government’s drive against 
the high cost of living, Chicago reports numerous ad­ 
vances in the price of foodstuffs within the week* and 
but a single reduction of little consequence. Insufficient! 
receipts were given as a reason. 
Receipts will become much more insufficient if this 
railway strike continues. 
Food at any price will he 
scarce in the cities if the strike spreads to other crafts. 
Factory production will cease for lack of materials. Farm 
production will be largely wasted because of lack of 
transportation to the markets of the 
country. 
Such 
methods would force prices higher. 
They would give 
the profiteer another excuse for increases greater than 
even such conditions warranted. And a railroad strike 
to increase wages already high must necessitate higher 
rates, adding further to* the burden of the consumers, 
save those few* who are engaged in railway work. 
Nor would the Plumb plan of profit-sharing and gov-! 
ernment ownership relieve the situation. If it were not 
tragic, it would be ludicrous to se’e the railway men de­ 
manding such a change over night. Even if there were 
a disposition to grant that demand, which there should 
not be, it would take months to put such a system on a 
working basis. To strike for any such period would, of 
course, be Ruinous to the railway employes and the 
country as well. 
No sudden remedy is going to restore pre-war prices. 
Obstructive tactics can only increase present high levels. 
Chaotic conditions after all sorts of production. 
Wit­ 
ness Russia, once the granary of Europe. 
Now thou­ 
sands are perishing there from malnutrition and starva­ 
tion. Vast areas are untilled, because farmers refuse to 
grow grain which may be confiscated. Bolshevism does 
not stimulate production. Neither does socialism. 
This 
country and the world should deal more with facts and 
common sense and less with radical theories. Greed of 
Wall Street or greed of the walking delegate will not 
solve our problems. Fairness is needed as much as pos­ 
sible among imperfect humans, but above all industry is 
needed, for that is the only way to increased production.

How would you build a cement 
. silo eighty-four feet iu height with 
forms less than five feet in depth 
without taking down the forms from 
I he point where the work begins 
until it is ended? 
The answer is seen in a job of 
construction now under way at the 
plant of the Oklahoma Portland Ce­ 
ment company. 
A force of eighty 
men is at work building ten storage 
tanks twenty-four feet in diameter 
and eighty-four feet in height. They 
are built just as the ordinary ce 
meat silo is built, only the forms in 
which the cement is cast are less 
than five feet 
in 
depth. 
These 
forms will not be knocked down or 
changed until the 
tanks are 
fin­ 
ished. 
Grouped around the top of each 
tank are eight jacks, which lift the 
form inch by inch as the cement is 
p o u n d in and set. 
One hundred 
jacks are ranged around 
the ten 
tanks, which stand in two rows of 
five each. 
As the material is con- 
ve>od to the mixer, as the cement 
is mechanically hoisted and 
auto­ 
matically tripped, as the cement is 
automatically poured into tho forms, 
the jacks are busy lilting lh* forms.
